—British Minister nf State Ken- 
neth D. Younger charged today 


. that Russia's latest peace 
plan 
merely referred to old machinery 
for collective security which the 
Soviet Union itself has been par- 
alyzing for the past five years. 


Speaking before the UN Assem- 
bly's Political Committee, Young- 
er asked soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky for some as- 
surance that Russia genuinely in- 
tends now to try to reconcile her 
differences with the other major 
powers.Answer to Vlnshinsky. 


Younger gave the West's for- 
mal answer to Vishinsky's pro- 
posal for consultations among the 
Big Five and for the creation of 
an international army under the 
Security Council, where the veto 
prevails. 
The 
Soviet 
proposals 
already 
are included In the UN charter. 
As such they are not objected to 
in principle by the United States 
and Britain. 
However, the Am- 
erican 
and 
British 
delegations 
have underscored 
their 
position 
that the Soviet plan can in no 
way be regarded as a substitute 
for the seven-power resolution for 
an anti-veto system of opposing 
aggression. 
Military Unit Boycotted. 


While the debate was in prog- 
ress at Lake Success, the Secur- 
ity Council's military staff 
com- 
mittee held its regular mid-month- 
ly meeting in Manhattan—with- 
out the presence of the Soviet 
representative. Maj. Gen. Ivan Af 
Skliarov.

Russia has been boycotting the 
military staff talks since January 
because of the presence of Na- 
tionalist China on the body. The

Geographer Says 
Columbus Didn't 
Find New World 


BALTIMORE, 
Oct. 
12'.—UP)—It 


was not to a new world that Chris- 
topher Columbus sailed the ocean 
blue in 1942, a Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity geographer believes. 


A well-beaten track between Asia 


and the Americas probably existed 
two or three thousand years before 
Columbus made his epic first voy- 
age, Professor George F. Carter 
writes in the current issue of the 
"Southwestern Journal of Anthro- 
pology." 


Columbus Honored. 


Americans pay tribute today to 


Columbus as America's discoverer. 


Dr. Carter suggests the Asiatic 


peoples made ' contact with the 
Western Hemisphere sometime be- 
fore 1,000 B. C.—perhaps as early 
as 2,000 B. C. 


His theory is based on the fact 
that plants such as the sweep po- 
tato, cotton, Mexican poppy and 
certain weeds existed in America 
and Asia and some Pacific Islands 
long before "any written record of 
man's having traveled between the 
two points." 


Plants can't, originate twice, the 
geographer holds, 


"The answer to this puzzle," Pro- 


fessor Carter concludes, "is that 
man did make such 
unrecorded 
ocean voyages—probably in elab 
orate, giant canoes. 


Skills Introduced. 
"In addition to plants, ancient 


explorers from Asia could have 
brought to the new world such 
skills at heiroglyphlc writing, met- 
allurgy and weaving techniques. 


"At about the time of Christ, the 


inhabitants of the old and new 
worlds were in frequent contaact 
and were exchanging information 
freely."

Huge Defense Budget Hinted 


Curtailing Cotton Sale To Foreign 
Consumers Brings Varied Reactions 


ATLANTA, Oct. 12.—UP)—Cotton 
men registered varied reactions to- 
day to the government's order cur- 
tailing the sale of cotton to foreign 
consumers. 


Many were critical of the order, 


issued Tuesday, by which the gov- 
ernment limits exports to 2,000,000 
bales for the eight months ending 
March 31. 


But the President of the Ameri- 


can Cotton Manufacturing Insti- 
tute—George B. Swift, of Colum- 
bus, Ga.—called the order "highly 
gratifying." 


Only Canada Exempt. 


Only Canada will be exempted 


from the agriculture department's 
restriction, 
made 
to 
conserve 


dwindling supplies in the face of a 
short crop. 


Senator Eastland (D-Miss) joined 


in critical disapproval of the order. 
The new restrictions, he said, in 
Washington, were "designed solely 
to break the price of raw cotton 
for the benefit of the textile mills 


and the detriment of the cotton 
farmer." 


Raymond Trammel!, a large cot- 


ton grower of Eufaula, Ala., and a 
member of the advisory board of 
the Alabama Department of Agri- 
culture, urged caution. 


What About Markets. 


"If we make a big 
crop 
next 
year," he asked, "where will we 
be? I suggest the government go 
slow in taking any action to en- 
danger our world markets." 


The control order was "discour- 


aging" to Daniel T. Manget, a for- 
mer president of the New Orleans 
Cotton exchange.

French Minister

Reliable ofifcials said plans for 


boosting France's defense budget 
were presented to the state and 
defense departments just prior to 
Moch's arrival in this country. 


The French proposal, they said, 


contemplates 
increasing 
defense 


expenditures from around 51,200,- 
000,000 this year to around $2.450,- 
000.000 during 1951. 


Moch Is seeking quick American 


approval of the plan

erican defense leaders so his gov-

U. S. freight car shortage is due 
to a- combination of Korean war 
shipping and the five-day week.

Mayor Braselton said the four 


Items would be listed separately 
on the ballot and that the citizens 
would have a* chance to vote for 
or against any or all of the mat- 
ters. 
This election Is an outgrowth 


of two sets of petitions received 
by the city commission. The first, 
presented by the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce asked that an elec- 
tion be held for the purpose of 
selling bonds to build a swim- 
ming pool In the city park. 


On the heels of this petition 


came one from the negro citizens 
asking for a park on the East 
Side. 


The two petitions were signed 


by more than 1,100 persons. 
Action It Delayed. 


Mayor Braselton 
pointed 
out 


that the petitions were received 
several weeks ago and that the 
issues had been held up while the 
commissioners debated whether or 
not to Include additional civic im- 
provements. 


After several consultations the 


mayor and commissioners agreed 
upon the above mentioned issues. 


Before any action can be taken, 
however, 
the 
city 
commission 


must vote that thn election be 
held. 


The mayor said the commis- 


sion would meet Oct. 17, and he 
added that he felt sure the com- 
missioners would 
approve 
the 


special election so citizens could 
voice their opinions on the mat- 
ters. 


When discussed a few weeks 
ago, the commission about decid- 
ed to call the election for the park 
and pool. 
Then It was brought 


out that other items also needed 
attention. 


As it 
stands now, and if the 


election la approved, the. voters 
will be called upon to decide on 
four matters, all of vital interest 
to the community. 


The $70,000 for the pool will pro- 


vide Corsicana with one of the 
best water recreation spots in the 
state. 
One which could bring 
state and 
national 
swimming 


meets to the city, as well as pro- 
viding a modern pool for city use. 


The $30,000 for the negro park 


will give most of the East Slders 
a place where they may gather 


and where their children may find 
'recreation. 
Water System Needs. 
The $125,000 for water system 


Improvements 
includes 
either 


moving the old water tower from 
the East Side to the West Side 
(to a higher location) or the erec- 
tion of a new tower on the West 
Side. 
It also provides for 
im- 
provement 
of 
present 
water 
mains, addition of others, and ad- 
ditional fire hydrants. 


.The $75,000 for highway 
im- 


provements would bo spent most- 
ly for widening and 
improving 


West Seventh avenue in order to 
take advantage of a large high- 
way grant offered by the 
state 
highway commission. 
Some of 


this money probably would 
be 
spent for construction of one or 
more 
through 
streets beteween 


West Second and West Seventh 
avenues. 


Mayor Braselton said he 
felt 
all the issues were of great im- 
portance to the "ity. He also said 
he felt the citizens should be al- 
lowed to decide what thev want. 


When the 
$100,000 bond issue

were presented the 
Jaycees estimated this would cost 
the city's taxnayers about four 
cents on the $100 assessed valua- 
tion.

Yield Of Cotton 
In Texas Is Far 
Below Standard 


AUSTIN, 
Oct. 
11.—UP>—The 


United States Department of Ag- 
riculture detailed today what has 
happened to the Texas cotton crop 
to cut It to an estimated 2,775,000 
bales, less than half last year's 
yield. 


Indicated yield is 
below last 


year's in every one of the depart- 
ment's 10 Texas crop reporting dis- 
tricts. Too much rain In some sec- 
tions and too'little rain in others 
did much of the damage, USDA 
said. 


Drouth-hurt areas included South 


Texas dryland and Coastal Bend 
regions. Rain-raked crops included 
North Central and Northeast Tex- 
as, with the situation particularly 
bad' in countales adjacent to the 
Red River where the crop was a 
near failure. 


Other areas bearing the bulk of 


this year's Texas crop with fair to 
good yields included Central Texas, 
southern low, rolling plains, high 
plains, lower valley 
and 
Trans- 


Pecos regions. Even there, how- 
ever, prospects were 'down 
from 


yields of a year ago, partially be- 
cause o£ heavy acreage cuts under 
federal controls. 


On Oct. 1, Texas 
had 
ginned 


1,001,000 bales of cotton, compared 
to 2,099,000 bales at that time last 
year. Harvest of the crop was prac- 
tically completed in South Texas 
and was past the peak in central 
counties. Pulling of bolls was be- 
coming active in northern counties 
of te low rolling plains, and just 
starting in extreme north central 
counties.

To Start National Blood Program

-<>P)-^A 32-foot, refrigerated truck 
that will process human blood for 
medical uses was given its first 
showing at the National Academy 
of Sciences meeting, held at the 
General Electric Company's new 
research laboratory. 


The truck is the beginning of a 


new, 
national blood program. It 


will be Driven directly to donors' 
homes. In it, their fresh blood will 
be processed by new automatic 
machines that extract every vital 
substance. Only salt water is left 
when the robots finish. This water 
is nearly three-fourths of your 
blood. 


This human water will contain 


some alcohol, added to aid blood 
fraction separations. Because of 
the alcohol, the internal revenue 
department requires that the wa- 
ter from blood processed, here be 
returned to Harvard, the origin 
of the truck, to be poured down 
special drains to make sure that 
none of the alcohol was recovered 
for illegal uses. 


,The truck was demonstrated by 
Dr. Edwin J. Cohn, director of 
the Harvard University laboratory 
of physical chemistry, and a group 
of scientists who made the blood 
separation discoveries. 


First of Dozen 
The program, for which this Is 


the first of a. dozen or more trucks 
to be scattered over the United 
States, is sponsored by the National 
Institute of-Health, office of Na- 
val Research, United States Public 
Health Service and American Na> 
tfonal Red Cross, with support of 
the United States Atomic Energy 
commission. Contributing- is a group 
of scientists that includes John G. 
Gibson, 2nd, Edward S. Buckley, 
Jr., and Carl Walter of Harvard. 
Maurice D'Hont a Belgian,' and 
W. A. Lewis of Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 


Red Cross mobiles will travel 
with the truck, taking donor blood. 
In the truck are new apparatus and 
five new whirling machines, known 
as centrifuges. The fresh blood first 
will have its red cells separated 
bv a new process. The red cells 
will be preserved by new methods

More. Research Needed 


There are plans for research in- 


to the possibility of stockpiling 
these blood fractions, to be used 
to remake whole blood for trans- 
fusion in war and disasters. 


The truck takes less than five 
hours for the entire separation. 
It is equipped to handle each day 
the blood of 200 donors of one pint 
each.

The new law provides for the de- 
struction of the stubs In the dis- 
trict clerk's office after 60 days 
time—in the presence of the two 
judges. 
The main ballots, under the num- 
ber and stub system, could not bt 
identified in any manner after the 
stubs in the district clerk's office 
have been destroyed, but the new 
law did not include a. provision 
for the destruction of those ballots 
—so the old law holds. There is 
no way of identifying the ballots 
in the countv clerk's office after 
the stubs are gone.

dren's work in Navarro county, the 
outstanding feature of

teenth annual meeting of the Texas 
Society for Crippled Children, held 
In Houston Saturday and Sunday, 
was the unique clinic described by 
Mrs. Spencer Tracy of Los Angeles, 
Calif. 


Mrs. Tracy, director of the John 
Tracy Clinic in Los Angeles, Calif., 
•was the principal speaker at the 
meeting and described the clinic, 
the only one of its kind in the 
world. It was named for her 26- 
year-old son, who Is deaf, she re- 
vealed. 
, 


The basic idea behind the clinic 


is first to help the parent of the 
handicapped child and through the 
parent, help the child, Mrs. Tracy 
told the 200 members of the Texas 
Society at a dinner meeting Satur- 
day evening. 


Mrs. Tracy said 
an 
important 


factor in aiding the handicapped 
child is to start the rehabilitation 
program early, both for the child 
and for the parent. 
, 


Mrs. Tracy, wife of the noted 
movie Star, and her husband could 
not accept the fact that their ba- 
by son was deaf, so they began 
pretending, and talked to him just 
as if he could hear. In just that 
simple fashion, they stumbled upon 
the way to bring up the boy to "do 
everything that normal children 
do. ,

Mrs. Tracy has been described as 


one of the most effective speakers 
ever to mount a Houston platform. 
She spoke in well-modulated and 
direct manner for aa hour to an 
Intent audience of delegates from 
institutions and 
private 
families 
throughout the state. 


"The children's problem is not 


speech, -nor writing nor reading, 
but communication Itself and the 
desire to 
say 
something," Mrs. 
Tracy told her listeners. 
Children learn to talk by Imitat- 
ing speech, she pointed out. Chil- 
dren deaf or hard of hearing from 
birth or extreme youth have no 
way of knowing how to talk, or 
what to talk about. 


In the John Tracy clinic's nur- 
sery school, children acquire un- 
derstanding of words and motions 
first. But not until a child has a 
need to usa a word or expression 
does the child use- it, Mrs. Tracy 
explained. 


The clinic holds classes for par- 


ents, training them in proper atti- 
tudes toward their children first1,' 
Mrs. 
Tracy said, 
then 
showing 


them how they can help their chil- 
dren develop communication skills. 


Correspondence courses go 
out 
throughout the United States and 
to foreign countries, Mrs. Tracy 
said. Parents must report regularly 
en their progress and their chil- 
drens' development during the one- 
year course. 


The John Tracy Clinic, on the 


campus of the University of Soutl 
ern California but not affiliate 
with it, is financed completely 
voluntary contributions.

Psalms, -and their majestic treat- 
ment of God, nature and man. 


No wonder these ancient poems 


are the daily comfort of millions 
of devout men and women. 
The 


law of God with which this Psalm 
deals is the only hope of an "im- 
periled world. 


The Creator has not left His. 


plans for man to be discovered by 
the instruments of modern science. 
They are revealed in the inspired 
word. He has laid down a moral 
law as sure and eternal as the laws 
which keep the universe whirling.

counter one of the most skillful 
uses of the Bible by a personal 
worker ever recorded. 
Philip, the 


Evangelist, was one of the many 
Christians who was driven from 
Jerusalem by the persecution that 
ensued upon Stephen's martyrdom. 
He first accomplished a stupen- 
dous ministry amongst thc Sa- 
maritans. 
But thn Inner Voice 
directed him to po south of Jeru- 
salem, 
along the 
old road that 


leads to Hebron, Beersheba, and 
Egypt, branching off to Gaza. 


Here 
Philip 
encountered 
the 


royal treasurer of Ethiopia on his 
way home from Jerusalem where, 
as a Jewish n proselyte, he 
had 


doubtless been attending a feast; 
and 
perhaps 
also 
transacting 


business for the Ethiopian Queen 
Candance. 
He traveled in state, 


in a chariot with a !ar.ge com- 
pany of retainers, as befitted his 
position. 
v 
This minister of state was oc- 
cupying himself 
on the journey 


by reading the Book of Isaiah. 
The simpie fact that the Ethio- 
pian 
official iwas 
reading 
this 


particular passage 
of Scripture 


marked him as a thoughtful, ear- 
nest man. He was one whom 
Philip 
could meet 
on common 


ground; the kind of high-minded 
person anybody would be glad to 
cultivate. 


Interpreting Scripture. 


This Ethiopian as he read that 


portion of the fifty-third chapter 
which tells of someone who was 
being led as a 
sheep to 
the 


slaughter, declared to Philip that 
he did not understand what 
he 
was reading. 
The truth is that 


Isaiah was foretelling the coming 
of a world Saviour, and Philip, 
who upon invitation of the 
offi- 


cial had climbed up 
into the 


chariot with him, now had his 
coveted 
opportunity 
to • explain 


this 
Scripture 
to the stranger. 


Beginning at 
this 
point Philip 


preached unto him Jesus. 
The 


Evangelist simply told the story, 
and as the truth about. Christ al- 
ways melts the heart and makes 
Christians, 
so it did with the 
Ethiopian. 


Surely our greatest need today 
as we confront an unparalleled 
world crisis is for the retelling of 
the story of .Jesus in plain, sim- 
ple language which everyone can 
understand. 
That Story, and that 


Story alone, changes the lives of 
human beings and makes them a 
transforming force among 
their 


fellows. 


When enough Christians do for 
their fellows, high and low, whom 
they meet upon life's highway, 
what Philip did for Queen Can- 
dance's minister of finance, 
we 


shall have a new order of world 
neighborhood 
and of world 
broth- 
erhood.

Road Gravel Pil Al Chatiield 
Provides Ample Base Material 


Navarro county gravel ia being 


utilized In the base treatment of 
Highway 1129 from Highway 
'• 31 


west of Powell to northeast Na- 
varro county via Roane and Mont- 
fort. 


A bed of Trinity River gravel 


and sand has been discovered in 
the Chatfield area that Is reported 
23 feet deep, with the upper 
half 


consisting of gravel, some sand and 
clay, and with the lower half being 
the 
waterbearing 
Trinity 
sands 
that Is principally pure sand and 
gravel. 


The discovery was made last 


year and the deposits have been 
found on the Tom Weaver and Lee 
Holsey farms and may be uncover- 
ed in other areas. The road build- 
ing material is found from three to 
six feet under the top surface, 


Local sand and gravel dealers 


handle some of that material. 


The deposits are not suitable for 


surfacing work, but is fine for the 
base on the farm-market and other 
type roads being constructed in this 
section. There is a possibility that 
this material may be used in all 
future Navarro county road con- 
struction costs by eliminating the 
long hauls formerly required. 


A gravel washing establishment 


is also reported installed in the 
big pit to make the gravel fit for 
commercial use. 
The water-bear- 


ing sands require huge pumps to 
keep the pit from filling with wa- 
ter and a large stream flows into 
the lowlands and finally Into the 
Trinity river from. the site, ac- 
cording to 
information ' received 


here. 


The landowners don't know the 


extent of the deposits, but they are 
well-pleased with 
the 
revenues 


thus obtained.
